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DOOMED TO DIE. 


A Murderer Who Has Traveled alj. 
Over the World. 


- —

Preparations for the Execution of a Mam Whe 
Speaks Six Languages and Has Served in 
Four Armies—The Checkered Career of @ 
Wife Murderer. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
BURLINGTON, Vr., April 18.—Henry De 
Bosnys, one of the most extraordinary crim- 
inals of the age, is to be hanged, April 37, 
at Elizabethtown, New York, a little village 
on Lake Champlain, directly opposite this 
city. His crime is commonplace, being that 
of wife murder, and his career has been a 
remarkable one. A year ago last summer 
he drifted from New York City up the Hud- 
son, and thence along the west shore of Lake 
Champlain until he reached the town of 
Essex, where he procured employment as @ 
farm laborer. After a brief courtship he 
married Eliza Wells, a widow much his 
senior in years, who owned a small proper- 
ty. Onthe ist of August, 1882, Mr. and 
Mrs. De Bosnys were seen driving out of the 
village, and after a brief interval De Bos- 
nys was seen continuing the journey alone, 
The woman not making her appearance, 
search was made, which resulted in finding 
her mangled and lifeless body concealed un- 
der a mass of leaves and rubbish near the 
site of the road. Circumstances plainly 
pointed to the husband as the murderer. 


He was arrested, and upon his person wag 
found a quantity of articles of 

PERSONAL PROPERTY 

which belonged to his wife. The trial took 
place last March, and the evidence, though 
circumstantial, was overwhelming as to the 
respondent’s guilt. The jury was out onl 

ten minutes and returned with a verdict o 

guilty of murder in the first degree. De Bose 
nys was born nearly fifty years ago, it ap- 
ears, at Belem, Portugal, two miles from 
isbon, on the river Tagus. When he wag 
very young his parents removed to France, 
and he was editicated at a communal school 

the seminary of St. Brieux and the Normal 
Superior School at Paris. His education 
was thorough and extensive, and he cag 
write and speak six languages—English, 
French, ltalian, Spanish, Greek and Portu- 


guese—and can less perfectly speak and un- 


derstand s¢veral other languages. While yet 
a mere lad he sailed with a North Polar ex- 
pedition under Leclaire, and was gone nearly 
two years, from February, 1848, to October, 
1850. in 1854, with his tather and brother 
he volunteered for the Crimean war, and 
served in the French army in the Crimea for 
a couple of years. A few years of peace fol- 
lowed, in which De Bosnys completed his 
education, but on the breaking out of 
THE WAR 
with Austria in 1859 he joined McMahon’s 
army, in which, however, he saw but a few 
months’ service, sailing in the autumn to 
China with the French contingent. RKeturn- 
ing to France he joined the French expedi- 
tien to Mexico in 1861, and aftera few 
months joined the Mexican side, becoming @ 
captain of guerililas under Lopez. In this 
service he was severely wounded in an en- 
gagement, and conceiving a dislike for the 
Mexican system of war he came north; and 
being cured of his wound, enlistedin the 
Fourth Pennsylvania volunteers in 1863, 
Shortly after came the battle of Gettysbur 
aud in it De Bosnys was severely wound 
inthe head and arm. He secured his dis- 
charge trom the army in 1864 and went to 
France, and in two months he married a 
Mile. Desmaris. Matrimony, however, failed 
to eradicate his love of adventure, and after 
a honeyyioon of only two months he sailed 
on ‘another arctic expedition and was absent 
in the polar regions nearly three years. RKe- 
turning, he went to Rome ,thence to Paris, 
thence to New York, and thence to 

THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 
The outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war 
called him from his aboriginal retirement 
and he crossed the sea and entered the 
French army, rising by successive promo- 
tions until lre became colonel under General 
Bourbakie. He served all through the war 
with varying fortunes, at its close escaping 
to Marseilles, where he shipped for America. 
On this side of the ocean his career was much 
less brilliant. He fell by degrees until he 
became a tramp, wandering about the coun- 
try and dving odd jobs of work as a painter 
and a farm iavorer, and finally came to the 
crime which willputan end to his restless 
career, besides the extraordinary facts o 
his lite, there is @ good deal of myste 
about the man. 
DE BOSNyYsS 
is merely an assumed name, and what his 
real name is no one knows, nor, from the 
present outlook, will ever know. The mur- 
dererer is extremely reticént about his per- 
sonal antecedents, his family and his friends. 
Since his arrest he has communicated only 
with the French Consul at New York, but. 
of course that official could do nothing to 
snield him trom the conséquence of his 
crime. Atthetime of the trial De Bosnys 
was very sick, and had to be taken into 
court. tie listened to all the prose 
with an air of the most complete indifferen 
an indifference which disappeared only a 
the passing of the death sentence, when the 
wretched man broke down and wept and 
sobbed aloud. He subsequently attempted 
to starve himself to death, but the jailor 
frustrated the attempt. Of late he has mani- 
fested towards jailors and visitors the most

modore of the Torpedo Ram.

He Describes How Detectives, Male and Fe 
male, Follow the Craft—That Mysterious 
Voyage—A Description of the Boat.

Iy Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 18.—Stepping from the 
train at Parampo, on the line of the Central 
Lailroad of New Jersey, a reporter in search 
ofthe Fenian ram, the disappearance of 
which from its accustomed haunts for more 
than a week past, created such a stir, found 
n bleak looking landscape facing him as he 
gazed toward the waters of New York bay. 
To the left was an uninviting stretcn of 
swamp Jand, at the water end ef which, a 
quarter of a mile away, there was some sem- 
biance of a dock. At this place the reporter 
founda couple of men seated upun a pile of 
logs and facing a basin fifty feet wide, which 
led in from the bay, a distance of about 300 
feet. Suspicious looks were cast at the re- 
porter as he approached. Reaching the basin 
he looked down in the direction in which the 
men had been gazing. There, sure enough, 
was the object of his search, 

TUE TORPEDO BOAT 
floating in the muddy water beneatn which 
its taper ends were submerged. The man- 
hole on top, or pilot house as it is called, 
was open,and from within proceeded a sound 
which resembled the loud ticking of a tele- 
graph instrument. Presently the head of a 
man emerged from the manhole. It was 
covered by a black felt hat, and the body 
which followed was attired ina plain wool- 
en snirt, greas y looking overalls encasing 
the limbs.

The Board of ‘Trade Bill Killed—No 


quorum in the House, 
Ry Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 


SpRINGFIELD, I..., April 18.—In_ the 


Senate the committees reported on a large 


number of bills. The regular order was 


quickly run through to unfinished business, 


when the bill relating to the Board of Trade 


and bucket-shops came up. This bill was 


thoronghly discussed yesterday, but Sena- 
tors Rogers, Rice, Hunt and Hamilton ar- 
gued strongly against the bill, and Senator 
Laning joined hands with its supporters. 
An hour and a half was consumed in the de- 
bate, and at last the enacting clause was 
stricken out. 

‘The special orders were: First, the bill to 
place fiie insursuce companies, benevolent 
societies, eic., under State supervision, which 
passed with little debate; second, the State 
militia bill, which was again postponed until 
after the reading of the Journal to-morrow, 
and third, the bill providing forthe consosi- 
dation of certain railroad corporations which 
passed. . The bill foran act to permit owners 
of land to construct drains for agricultural 
purposes was taken up as unfinished busi- 
ness and ordered ty a third reading. The 
bill providing for renting rooms tor the 
Appellate Court of the First District was or- 
dered to a third reading. Several other bills 
was advanced to a third reading. 

THE HOUSE 

met with a full attenaance. Yesterday’s 
journal was approved, and avote taken on 
sustaining the Speakers position from which 
Mr. Crait, of Chicago, appealed on Thurs- 
day last. ‘The Democrats refrained from 
voting and the vote stood 73 to nothing. The 
Speaker did not vote, nor did Mr. Owen, the 
sick member, though he was in an adjoining 
room. Mr. Studor, of Chicago, had paired 
himself with Mr. Roland, So all arrange- 
ments to secure aquorum by having all the 
Republicans present failed. On motion of 
Mr.Purson, of Madison, the House adjourned 
until to-morrow. ‘Lhe vote on adjournment 
showed 75.

WASHINCTON. 


Star Route Trial 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—In the Star 
Route trial this morning Bliss called John A. 
Walshand asked if he had ever had any 
money transactions with Brady. Wilson ob- 
jected and the court called for a statement. 
In response Bliss calied attention to Brady 
and his denials upon this point, and offered 


to contradict him. Bliss briefly related the 
alleged facts set outina eae aftidavit 
of Price, that in the summer of 
1880, after the passage of the Star 
toute deficiency appropriation bill, Price 
had been approached by A. H. Brown and 
was requested to subscribe $5,000 to a fund 
raised by the Star Route contractors to de- 
fray the expenses attendant upon the pas- 
sage of that bill; that Price had a large 
quantity of unemployed stock and had sub- 
scribed money upon promise that he should 
be given service in return and thatthe money 
and drafts so subscribed by Price had been 
placed upon Brady’s desk. He would prove 
that Brady had passed to Walsh drafts given 
to him by Price, who would be here to- 
day, He also offered to prove that 
Brady bad requested witness to deposit a 
certain sum of money to his credit and that 
Walsh accordingly placed $10,000 with Hatch 
& Foote, of New York, to Brady's credit. 
Wilson argued that the subject was purely 
collateral in character, and evidence in that 
connection was not proper in rebuttal. He 
called attention tothe pendingcivil suit of 
Walsh against Brady, and asserted that that 
issue could not be tried in this court be- 
cause it in no wise affected the present case. 
Merrick contended that as Brady had denied 
the whole conversation sworn to by Walsh 
the prosecution hada right to corroborate 
its witness by proof of what had been. de- 
scribed as acollateral portion of it. The 
court did not perceive how the proof would 
establish the truth of Walsh’s statement of 
that conversation. Merrick contented that 
the proof would be sufficient to get the is- 
sue. Hequoted Walsh’s testimony, wheerin 
he says that Brady referred him to the Price 
and Peterson drafts in proof of his assertion; 
that it was the custom of the Second Assis- 
tant Postmaster-General to exact from con- 
tractors a portion of the allowance for the 
increase and expedition. In denying 
the whole conversation Brady had 
denied that statement, and surely it was but 
proper that they be allowed to contradict 
him.. The court said that the object of the 
rebutting evidence was to meet a case of the 
defense. The offer would tend to contra- 
dict Brady upon a collateral matter, matter 
outside of the case. If Brady had testified 
untruly he could not be comftradicted s0 as to 
the Price and Peterson drafts. They were 
not connected with the matters set out in the 
indictment; they were collateral and the 
prosecution had no right to rebut in that 
connection. Evidence in chief upon 
that point had been rejected § and 
as the court saw no Treason 
to reconsider that decision it was still more 
improper upon rebuttal. ‘The offer was, 
therefore, overruled. 

Merrick—“‘Well, your Honor, that closes 
the Government’s rebutta].”’ 

Counsel for the defense announced that 
they were all through. 

“Now we come to an important part of the 
case, talk,” said the court, smiling. 

The qeustion arose to the procedurein pre-

BEYOND BELIEF. 


The Horrible Inhumanity Practiced in 


the Tewkesbury Almshouse, 
Boston, April 18.—At the Tewkesbury 


examination Mary E. Bowen, formerly an 
inmate, said she could not eat the food fur- 
nished but lived upon that bought with the 
money furnished her. She never saw any of 
the Marsh family while there. Thirty or 
more women were bathed in the same water, 
many patients having bad skin diseases and 
many infested with vermin. When there 
was time, carbolic acid was poured on the 
heads of such patients. Vermin were all 
over the place, rats being so abundant that 
the patients would call the nurses to drive 
them away. One consumptive woman was 
unable tocall for belp and her feet were 
badly bitten. This happened every night 
until she died. The closets and everything 
were filthy, but when visitors were expected 
the things were cleaned. 


One woman who died -was large and her 


body was crowded into a box by men stand- 
ing onit. She had onthesame bonnet worn 
when alive. Another patient occupied a 
bed on which this woman died that night, 
no change of clothing being made. An old 
insane woman was beaten with sticks and 
tied with ropes. Witness had come on from 
New York to give her testimony and 
Brown asked several questions, which Goy. 
Butler said were not pertinent. Brown re- 
torted that the character of the witnesses, so 
far, were fit subjects for criticism, and he 
proposed in this case to know this witness’ 
entire story. ‘The governor said he did not 
propose to sit still and allow his witnesses to 
be maligned. He asked the committee not 
to allow it. Some of their daughters might 
by chance come to this hll upon earth. 
pLoud applause from the spectators fol- 
lowed. The governor said that be- 
cause & wWitness was a fallen woman 
her character should not be the 
issue in this case.

T. G. Bowman was approached 
shortly after the trade was made and asked 
where he expected to get the wheat with which 
to fill his sale, 

“I'll get it somewhere,” said he, “or else I'll 
pay out the differences, as I generally do. No, 
sir, Pll bet that I buy back that wheat by to-mor- 
row night at a cent profit.” 
Barnes, in response to the question what he 
wanted of so much wheat, replied: “This man up 
in the northwest that’s got the big farm—what’s 
his name? Well, he wants the wheat for seed.” 
There were some doubts cast upon this trading, 
and some of the operators refused to believe it 
was bova fide, claiming that it was simpfy 
“wash” sales between the parties. It was said 
that Barnes was simply bulling year to get July 
up higher, so that he could make a better average 
on his short saies for July.

Cards, a salesman for a wholesalé grocer, 
who was standing in front of the grocery of 
Diedrich Mannken. Steffens cheerfully re- 
sponded to the call and was smiling when, 
on reaching the curb, he was unexpectedly 
faced by Mahnken, the grocer, who opened 
fire upon him with a six-chambered bull-dog 
pistol.

How the Highest Judicial Tribunal 
in the Land Works.

“Decision Day"—The Circuits—The Chief 
Justice and His Associates — Consulting 
Sessions—Modus Operandi of the Dignified 
Body.

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—This week ends 
the hearing of arguments in the Supreme 
Court. Next week the members of that dig- 
nified body will assemble in their little con- 
sultation-room, talk over the undecided cases, 
decide them, and appoint certain of their 
number to write the decisions. On Monday, 
May 7, the last “batch” of decisions will be 
announced and the court will then adjourn 
until October. In a few weeks the respective 
justices will pack their respective grip-sacks, 
and, bidding adieu to their respective families, 
start for their respective circuits. No par- 
ticular time is fixed at which this hegira of 
dignified “‘circuit riders’ must take place, 
but those whose circuits are in the South 
usually go early after adjournment, so as to 
get through before the very hot weather be- 
gins, and those whose circuits are at the 
North are pretty sure to start as soon as & 
few hot days have warmed up the blistering 
pavements of Washington. Chief Justice 


Waite has in his circuit the judicial districts 
of Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. 
Mr. Justice Matthews takes the Northern 
and Southern Districts of Ohio, the Eastern 
and Western Districts of Michigan and all of 
Kentucky and Tennessee. Mr. Justice Hor- 
ton has Indiana, Northern and Southern Lili- 
nois and Wisconsin. Mr. Justice Miller's 
circuit is Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Eastern and Western Arkansas and 
Eastern and Western Missouri. Mr. Justice 
Gray has Maine, New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. Mr. Justice 
Biatehford has in his circuit the districts of 
Vermont, Connecticut and Northern, South- 
ern and Eastern New York. Mr. Justice 
Wood’s circuit includes Georgia, Northern 
and Southern Florida, Northern and Seuth- 
ern Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Eastern and Western Texas. Mr. Justice 
Field bas California, Oregon and Nevada. 
Under the Jaw the justices are only required 
to visit their circuits once in every two years, 
but many of them go oftener than that. The 
change is usually an agreeable one, the re- 
newal of acquaintances is pleasant, all ex- 
penses are paid by Government, and why 
not every year instead of every second year? 
On the circuit they sit on the bench with 
the Circuit Judge hearing the cases pre- 
sented and assisting in decisions. Usually 
the more important cases are reserved until 
this visit and the bard nuts are thus given 
these geritiemeu to crack during their play 
spell. Their opinion, however, in making 
up the decision on the circuit is of no more 
weignt than that of the Circuit Judge, ex- 
cept that in case of disagreement the hold- 
ing of each is noted when the case is sent up 
to the Supreme Court for final decision. In 
tife sessions here the justices are ali ona 
level so far as their opinions in deciding 
cases go. If a bare majority votein one way 
that settles, though Chief Justice and the 
videst justices chance to be on the other side. 
When decisions are made the yvungest 
member—that is to say, the one last appoint- 
ed as a justice—is first called on to give his 
vote. Kather embarsassiag, it must be, for 
a pew man to be called upon first to vote 
upon such important cases as are decided by 
this, the highest tribunal in the land. After 
him the next ‘‘youngest” is called, then the 
next, and the next, and so on uatil the Chief 
Justice casts the last vote. This always 
occurs in the consultation-room, 
and after the case has been 
thoroughly talked over by the justices and 
the points at issue discussed something as a 
jury discusses the case before it. ‘heir con- 
sultations are held in secret in a cosy little 
room just off the Supreme Court-room, where 
the decision is annuunced. These decisions 
are only announced on Mondays. ‘Ihe jus- 
tices usually gather in this consuitation room 
on Saturdays, and there go over and decide 
the cases they have heard during the week. 
Atter tng decision isreached the Chief Jus- 
tice names some one whose duty it will be to 
write a formal decision of thecase. This he 
does at his leisure during the following week, 
maturing the — indicated by the justices 
in their talk about it, and the decisiun is read 
to the justices on the following Saturday in 
the consultation room again. Lf it is not 
‘satisfactory, other points are suggested by 
the justices, and the writer of the opinion 
readjusts it. When he gets it to suit every- 
vody he reads it from the bench on the first 
Monday after it is completed. If any of the 
justices do not agree with the majority. they 
write a dissenting opinion, or if there are 
two or three or four who dissent, they 
usually agree upon one who will write a 
decision for all. 
Monday of each week is ‘‘decision day.” 
Oniy on that day are decisions annouuced. 
Sometimes this event filis tne court-room, 
but not often. Asarule, only those personaily 
interested in the cases, and a few newspaper 
nen representing papers in the sections from 
which the cases come, a few loungers and a 
half duzen sight-seers, who have dropped in, 
are all that are present. Taking notes? do 
you ask. Not much. lf you want to get 
into trouble go in that court-room and go to 
writing, or even read.iug a newspaper, and 
‘ou’Ll get your dose for contempt of court. 
No. ‘Lhe rules of the court-room do Lot per- 
mit any such disrespect of this, the highest 
tribunal of the land. Sometimes the rule is 
bent a little when some quiet newspaper 
man makes a memoranda on his cuff or a 
small siip of paper, but it must be ina very 
quiet way or there will be troubie about it. 
Even the row of departed justices ‘‘on busts,” 
ranged aiong the wall of the room, seem to 
look down with a frown upon such irrey- 
erence, 
The court, you know, sits in the old Senate 
Chamber. lt is a semi-circular room seventy- 
five feet long, forty-five feet wide at the 
widest poses, forty-five feet high with a 
dome ceiling. On brackets along the semi- 
circular wall are the busts of the departed 
— referred to, and behind a long, nigh 
nch or bar, in comfortabie Russian chairs, 
sit the Justices and earn their $10,000 a year 
apiece, a salary which follows them for iife, 
no matter what happens to them. ‘The 
court convenes at 12 o'clock (nvon) each day 
except Saturday. As tie hour of twelve 
strikes the Justices, clad in their solemn

THE SHAH AT HOME. 


How Pé@rsian Customs Have Been Modi- 
fied by Western Intercourse. 
From a Tehearn Letter, 


Not many years ago the Shah never allow- 
ed his wives to show even the tips of their 
fingers to any of the male sex over the age of 
twelve. Formerly when the members of the 
harem (the princess and the female attend- 
ants of the Shah’s household), enveloped in 
ablack sheet, with a veil on their face and 
sitting in a covered carriage, made tneir 
passage through the streets of Tehearn, the 
eunuchs and the ferachs who accoupanied 
them used their long sticks todrive peuple 
away. The Europeans were allowed to stay 
where they happened to be atthe time, but 
were compel! to turn their faces to the 
wall.

EXPLOSIVE COMPOUNDS. 


Recent Processes in Their Production 
and Application. 
From the London Times. 


Prof. Abel C. B., the Goverament chemist, 
lectured at the Royal United Service Insti- 
tution on Friday, March 16, on the most re- 
cent processes in the production and appli- 
cation of explosive compounds. 

Prof Abel remarxed that, notwithstand- 
ing the progress which hadin recent years 
been made in the manufacture of gunpowder, 
attention had of late years been turned w 
other applications of explosive agents. It 
had always been an object of consideration 
in the service to obtain a more violent ex- 
plosive than gunpowder, for it was felt that 
more destructive power than could be obtain- 

by the use of ordinary guupowder was 
needed. In the Crimea the shell-powder 
was almost any powder, but subsquently it 
was found desirable to use _ finely-cround 
powder. The Austrian Government for a 
time turn their attention to experiments 
on gun-cotton soon after its discovery, and 
endeavored to utilize itin shetis. But in 
1863 the investigation was handed over to 
England, the Austrians having found that 
the experiments had been attended not only 
ny great expense, but by serious loss of life. 
he English Government then turned seri- 
ous attention to using gun-cotton for shell 
purposes. Experiments were made, and the 
authorities succeeded in firing three shells 
containing gun-cotton from mortars with 
perfect safety; but when they came to fire a 
shell from a smooth-bore gun the shell vurst, 
with very disastrous results. Since this 
time England had proceeded much further 
inthe application of gun-cotton to shells, 
and with great success. There was neces- 
sarily great difficulty experienced in dealing 
with ae which were more violent in 
their action than gunpowder, and yet more 
sensitive in their nature; and by convertin 
@ granulated powder into a hard, soli 
mass the nature of the explosive might be 
said to be entirely changed. Me maintained 
that up to the present the Government had 
not had the moral courage to ascertain to 
what extent gun-cotton could be used as an 
explosive agent in shells, and they had never 
gone 80 far as to fire the white gun-cotton 
yet. Fureign countries were beginning to 
move rapidly in these directions, and it was 
a well-known fact that experiments were be-

If the native Irish speech is deficient in 
English, of proverbial sententiousness, it 
more than makes the richness and 
eloquence of its bitterness and kindliness in 
banning and blessing. - The el 
lrish beggar woman in rewa 
wih biessings and niggardiiness w 
ing is wigey resow » and A. 4. 
speech of the people in expre 
ill will is without s rivalin its imaginative 
furce. There is a flavor and force in epitimt 
and expression striking by oriental In its char- 
acter in Irish vituperation, and some of its 
phases more thau rival the Arabic rative- . 
ness. The following, selected by Carleton, 
are as characteristic as any, al h the 
whule language is full of others equally re- 
markable: ‘The curse of Cromwell be upon 
rou;” ‘May you die with a caper in your 

eel,”” significant of hanging, “May the 
grass grow at your door and the fox build 
his nest on ‘your hearth-stone,” and others 
of even worse import—expressions of famil- 
iar and traditionary use, and full of the 
highest degree of imaginative bitterness. 
Thev would not misbecome the mouth of an 
eastern prophet ina fury of inspired male- 
diction. Those which give humerous turn 
to the ill will, or are merely the badinage of 
satiric affection, are hardly less graphic, 
such as ‘The devil go with you and sixpence, 
and t en you will want for neither m 
nor company,” and “Six eggs to you, ean 
half a dozer of them rotten,” and many oth- 
ers that require but a momemt’s recollection 
of the famiilar Lrish-English dialect to bring 
up. There are several specimens of sustain- 
ed eloquenceand fecundity in these sort of 
backward blessings which have been put 
into the torm of verse, such as the celebrat- 
ed ‘‘Litany of Doneraite,”’ by Patrick O’ Kelly, 
the “brother bard’’ who alforded so muc 
ainusement to Scott and his party on their 
visit to Irelaud, and whose modesty was 
signified in the following tribute to his owa 
greatness: 
Three poets, of three different nations born, 
The united kingdom in this age adorn: 
Byron, of England; Scott, of Scotia's blood; 
And Erin’s pride, O'Kelly, great and good. 
The bard, having lost bis watch and chain 
of Dublin manufacture while on a yisit to 
Doneraile and as a consequence of ng 
“overtaken” with drink, urs forth his 
maledictions on the devoted inhabitants ina 
some twenty verses, and, until the rhymes 
on its concluding syllables are exhausted, 
With a very — fecundity of expression. 
A still more famous example ts the lament 
of Nell Flaherty for her drake, and her in- 
vocation of a catalogue of woes upon the 
villain that stole it. ‘The villain that stole 
Neil Flaherty’s drake” is in fact, almost as 
celebrated, atthongh equally unknown, as 
“the inan that struck Billy Patterson,’’al- 
though there must bea belief that he perished 
soon after his foul deed if he was visited by 
but a tithe of the misfortunes invoked upon 
his head. The ballad has long been a favor- 
ite in the stock-in-trade of the itinerant sing- 
ers, but has more force and eloquence than 
the ordinary products of the ha’penny muse,

THE MAYOR’S DAY. 


How the Chief Executive of St. 
Louis Spends Business Hours. 
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Scenes and Incidents in the Mayor's Office 
at the City Hall--Sergeant McGrew--An 
Audience With the Mayor. 


Among the popular engravings now being offered 
for sale in the picture stores is one entitled “La 
Fete de Burgmestre,” in English, “The Mayor’s 
Birthday.” It represents a number of happy- 
faced children, all attired. in gala dresses, and 
bearing a wreath ot spring flowers, grouped about 
acentral figure, to whom they offer their gifts 
with a pretty obeisance. The central figure is a 
portly and good-natured-looking old gentle- 
man, who receives his visitors with 
a smirk of indulgence and a pat on the 
head. Altogether the idea suggested by the artist 
is one of happy and indolent age in the act of being 
crowned by youthful friends. Whoever looks at 
the picture goes away with an impression that 
all mayors are like him of the picture above de- 
scribed, and most people without having seen the 
picture are firm in the opinion that the lot of all 
mayors isa happy one. For instance, thereis no 
one who hes notin person paid a visit to the chief 
executive of the city of St. Louis who will not 
maintain that Mayor Ewing passes his daysin an 
easy “dolce far niente’ manner that is highly 


endurable. Those who, like the re- 
porters for the daily press, visit the City 
Hall daily in the pursuit of their avocation are 


familiar with the sunny side of the official robes. 
A Pos?-D1IsPATCH reporter Was recently assign- 
ed the task of remaining on guard at the Mayor’s 
office for one day, the object being to note the in. 
comings and outgoings there during business 
hours. The resuit of his observation is presented 
below: 
IN THE FIRST PLACE 

the office door is not opened until 9 o’clock in the 
morning. It is promptly closed at4in the even- 
ing. The charter requires that “ll city offiers 
shall be at their posts at8 o’clock a. m. and re- 
main there untilé in the evening, during the 
hali year between April 1 and October 1 
but this provision of the jaw does not apply to the 
Mayor, although it is a question if it does not in- 
clude his clerks. At9 o'clock the Yale lock on the 
inside ot the outer door is adjusted so as to admit 
of every ingress and Sergeant McGrew seats him- 
self at the ralling.in expectancy of the first caller. 
This is usually a woman In quest of money where- 
with 16 pay her rent, or to purchase supplies need- 
ed to keep herself and her children from starving. 
It is his manner of rebuffing such applicants that 


has made Sergeant McGrew one of the most 
cordially hated oflicials in the city. 
There is no doubt that most of the 


people who ask for charity at the Mayor’s office 
are frauds of the most limpid description, but the 
knowledyve of the fact does not detract trom the 
disagreeable impression ¢qwhich MeGrew’'s de- 
meauor towards applicants invariably produces 
upon a stranger. To such applicants as to the 
sergeant appear Worthy of assistance, he issues 
acurt invitation to be seated until an opportun- 
ity shall present itself of bringing the case to the 
notice of the mayor or his secretary. By half- 
past nine o’clock the office is usually filled by a 
miscellaneous collection of humanity, each con- 


stilutent§ of which is more or less 
intent upon ignoring the Mayor's 
clerks in order to pore their story into the ears 
of the mayor himself. This boon is granted to 


vutafew. A little judicious questioning always 
indicates the pecujiar purpose of each caller’s 
Visitand then the duty of getting through the 
business ol the day with “‘neatne~«s and dispatch”’ 
strongly recommends itself to the secretary, the 
sergeant aud the clerk aud messengers. 
MAYOR EWING 

arrives at his official headquarters at 10 o’clocK 
each morning, admitting himself through a pri- 
vate dvor at the bottom of a secret staircase 
which a former Mayor had _ constructed. 
tlaving digested his morning’s mail, he taps a 
beli in order to summon his secretary, to whom 
he communicates his instructions touching his 
correspondence.

strong appeal for mercy is made, or when there 
is an element of interest or romance in the story 
which the prisoner’s triends tell of his case or his 
conduct, the mayor either sends for the appli- 
cant or presents himself in his own outer Uftice 
fur the purpose of more thoroughly silting the 
umiter. During the day that the reporter passed 
in the mayor's office there were, by actual count, 
sixteen applications for charity and thirty-seven 
applications lor executive clemency. Four of the 
laiter Were for remits of fines ranging from $100 
Lo $500, ior such otleuses as wile-beating, disturb- 
ance of Lhe peace, resistance to a police officer 
in the discharge of his duty and vagrancy. Not 
one of the fines was remitted, and not the taintest 
encouragement was held out to the applicants 
that any merey would be shown the prisoners.

Often 
hs 3s accompanied by his brother, Mr. Auguste B. 
Ewing. but oftener he goes to bis restaurant in 
solitary state. Mayor Ewing being of an econom- 
ical turn rarely indulges in one of those dinners 
which are supposed to belong exclusively and of 
right to civic functionaries. He rarely spends 
more than a half-hour at this meal, and by 1:15 is 
again at his desk. At 3o0’clock he drives home, 
except on Tuesday afternoons, when he attends 
the meetings of the police commissioners, and on 
Thursday afternoons, when he gives his attend- 
anee to the board of health. That -he is an ex- 
ceedingly occupied official the foregoing sketch 
Will prove.

RELENTLESS RAILROADS. 
A Pair of Instances of How Criminals are 
Run to Earth. ; 


John Egan, the well-known detective, who now 
operates on the Iron Mountain railroad lines, un- 
der direction of Superintendent Kerrigan, told a 
Post-DIsPATCH reporter this morning a story 
which fairly illustrates the relentiessness with 
which railroad corporations follow up criminals 
who sin against them. On the 3ist day of January 
last a young man by the name of James B. Ritter 
boarded the south-bound passenger, Conductor 
Whittaker, and presented a telegraph pass, ap 
parently all correct as to stamps, ete’ On it Rit- 


ter rode to Harrisburg, Arkansas. The 
pass Was discovered to be a forgery. 
Detective Egan was put to work 
upon the case,'and'’after locating the young man he 
came to Missouri, secured a requisition from the 
Governor, returned to Arkansas, arrested the 
young man and brought him back to St. Francois 
county. He was given an examination and bound 
over to await trial for afelony. Up to this time 
he haa refused to tell how the pass came into his 
vossession, but with the Penitentiary staring him 
inthe face he made a statement that he had re- 
ceived the pass from Bart Q. Mitchell, the private 
watchman of the company at Bismarck, giving him 
asilver watch forit. Egan went to work on Mitchel] 
and found out how he had stolen the depot agents 
stamps from the office to give the bogus pass due 
form. The watch was found on his person when 
Egan arrested him. The preliminary examina- 
tion at Farmington, which bas just been eonelud- 
ed, resuited in Mitchell’s being bound over in the 
sui of $800 to answer to a charze of forgery. 
Kitter, who claims that he believed the pass to 
have been genuine, will be released on condition 
that he testifies against Mitchell. Ir. Egan has 
just succeeded in jailing at Arkadelphi four men 
who, on the 27th of last February, broke into 
a freight train at Burns’. station while 
the crew were at supper apd stole about 
$600 worth of silk neckwear, gilf/ buttons, ripbons 
and shoes, being part of a St. Louis consignment 
to an Arkabdsas firm. When the men were ar- 
rested at Little Rock a portion of the goods were 
found on them and a.receipt for two valses that 
had been shipped trom Guerdon to Edwardsville 
Junction, Ill. After seeing his men stored away 
in jail at Arkadelphia in default of $1.000 bail 
each, Egan made a trip to Edwardsville and 
found the two valises, which contained about $400 
worth of the stolen property. He departs this 
evening for Arkadelphia with the goods in bis 
possession. 

In concluding his narrative, Egan said: “You 
can put it down tora fact that Supt. Kerrigan is 
determined to prevent stealing from cars if it 
— - to convict a gang of stealing $10 worth 
of stuff.”
